Nanalmo, Aug. 18. — Just in the nick 
of time this morning a lire was discov- 
ered in the trestles supporting the big 
main which carries the- city's entire 
water .supply at a point where it crosses 
a gully .some miles from town. Had 
the trestle burned through the main 
would have been broken and the reser- 
voirs considerably depleted at a time 
when every drop is needed. Twenty 
men are now lighting I he bush lire to 
save this and other trestles. 

This morning Jas. Hnddow, a miner, 
married, was killed at Extension by a 
fall of rock, lie was a well-known 
association football player. Another 
miner was injured seriously. 

The situation here tonight is decid- 
edly serious. A dense pall of smoke 
on the northern outskirts marks where 
the raging bush lire is driving before 
the wind straight for town. At Wel- 
lington the worst conflagration in the 
history of the place this afternoon de- 
stroyed the big eight-roomed school 
house, the finest in the province out- 
side of the municipalities. The new de- 
pot machine shops and store room of 
the H. & N. have been in the greatest 
danger since noon, a big hole having been 
burned in the roof of the latter and 
fires which started on the other build- 
ing repeatedly were put out. All the 
company's men are fighting the flames. 
Four locomotives are constantly bring- 
ing up water. A firo engine and hose 
have gone out from Nanaimo. 

If the flames clean out the railway 
buildings ami Hamburger's store, it is 
almost bound to attack Wellington 
townsite, where are the homes, of the 
machine shops' men and other employ- 
ees. As this will endanger the Hamil- 
ton Powder Works' property, the men 
from there have joined forces with the 
railway men in a fierce battle against 
the devouring clement. The smoke is 
so dense that it is not known whether 
St. Matthew's church and rectory, and 
the former residence of John Bryden 
and other fine house:; are still stand- 
ing, it being impossible to get down 
to that end of the town to find out. 

Another lire is raging a mile beyond 
the city limits of Nanaimo. Should it 
reach the grove of white pine nearer 
town the situation in Nanaimo will he- 
come most serious. The city lias men 
out watching the fires, and it is likely 
more will be sent as a strong breeze is 
blowing the conflagration straight to- 
wards the city. Tonight will be a most 
'anxious one for the residents o£ the 
northern suburbs. On the "five-acre 
lots" fences, haystacks and much valu- 
able property has been destroyed over 
an area miles in extent. Residents are. 
watching night and day to save their 
homes. Teams are engaged moving ef- 
fects from the endangered houses to 
places of safety. 

The situation at 11 o'clock at Wel- 
lington is very much improved. After 
a desperate struggle, the lire fighters 
succeeded in getting the tire under eon- 
trol, thus saving the town from com- 
plete destruction. The wind is decreas- 
ing.

Tokio, Aug. IS.— A report this morn- 
ing received here from Admiral Togo 
says that the gunboats Maya and Am- 
gia, which were on guard duty in the 
neighborhood oi Shampingtao oil Aug.

Gl.'lak and another gunboat near Shcn- 
sen engaged in shelling the Japanese 
bind forces. The Japanese vessels at- 
tacked the enemy nud a shell from the 
Anigid hit the Gillnk, and the latter 
retreated hastily to Port Arthur. 

It probably was the Japanese torpedo 
boat destroyer flotilla, under command 
Of Capt. Mathuokn, that sunk the Rus- 
sian cruiser I'allada on the night ol 
Aug. 10th. Capt. Matliouka reports 
that he approached a cruiser of the 
Pallnda's type and, at a distance ol 
-100 yards, tired a torpedo, which he 
saw hit the cruiser and exploded. 



Liuoyang, Aug. IS. — A general Japa- 
nese thinking movement is developing 
to the east and parallel with the rail- 
road. Tho movement involves the 
jwhole mass of troops from Dalin pass, 
about twenty-five miles southwest of 
Tatchoklao to Diodinshun on the Taitso 
river, thirty-live miles southeast of 
Mukden. It is oviueut that these troops 
have combined with the object of forc- 
ing the Russians out of Liuoyang with- 
out a light and thus securing advan- 
tageous winter Quarters. It is thought 
that the Japanese have enough men to 
consummate the movement until the re- 
lease- of a large number of troops now 
bcseigiiig Port Arthur.

There are persistent rumors 
of dissatisfaction among certain of the 
employees, anil It i- learned that these 
men are Iryhi" to get other branches of 
the company's service to Join them.

Deputations have been In consultation 
With' Mr. William Whyie, second vice-presi- 
dent, and Mr. William Cross, bis assist- 
ant, every day for Weeks at a time, but 
the arrangements arrived at have not 
been entirely satisfactory to the employ- 
ees. The last meeting of this kind was 
bold about two weeks ago, when both 
the machinists and the carmen from all 
points west of Fort William bad repre- 
sentatives In the city, 

Mr. Dorey of Woodstock, N. chief 
organizer of the mnintenance-of'way men, 
bus also been In the city tor several weeks, 
and has been In consultation with the dif- 
ferent lenders of the organisation. This 
branch of the company's service had an 
understanding with the company, but a 
short time ago When several changes In the 
constitution were adopted and approved 
by tho company. They Unvc no personal 
pause of complaint, but it Is expected that 
thev will support the other organizations 
In a demand for a satisfactory settlement.

Everybody had one great idea — to im- 
press upon their guest the enormous 
possibilities of the fisheries of the Pa- 
cific coast, and incidentally to show 
what American enterprise had done to 
utilize this undoubted source of wealth. 
It was hinted that the favored deni- 
zens of Vancouver islaud are not alive 
to their natural advantages, but this 
argument was easily got over by the 
gentle reminder that British Colum- 
bians are law-abiding subjects and that, 
while cousins across the border were 
legally entitled to fish, catch, kill, cure 
and capture the finny tribe from the 1st 
of January to the iilst December in each 
and every year, His Majesty's sub> 
jeets were obliged to observe an open 
and a close season, and were prohibited 
from erecting traps. This pur. a differ- 
ent complexion ou the case, and then 
came the outward and visible sign of 
that inward and speculative grace of 
the fish story as traps demonstrated it. 

The business party boarded the Erin 
cess Victoria, Capt. Hickey, at 9 a. m. 
and as soon as- the painter was thrown 
overboard, headed south, then -cast to 
San Juan island. Iso one exactly kursw 
nvunt the destination was, hut the ob- 
ject was clear to all — the minister of 
marine and fisheries was to be shown 
evidence to convince him that from his 
department much would be expected as 
a matter of right to this province. Most 
of the sailing was done in American 
waters, but no landing >vaa made on the 
■domain of Uncle Sah. The first iish 
traps which showed up through the 
prevailing clouds of smoke which foggeii 
almost everything within a murine 
league, were those at Clover point, and 
they are merely experimental so far. 
The next traps encountered were those 
on the salmon bank, on San Juan isl- 
and, which run some 'half mile our. to 
sea, and arc reputed to he very profit- 
able. They are the property of tue P. 
1'. & N. Co. — uu American institution. 
Then came the traps of the Alaska 
Packers' company on Bopez islaud, and 
those of the B. C. Packers' Company, 
Fidalgo island, was the next fish catch- 
ing station en route, and here the prop- 
erties represented by 11. Bell, Irving & 
Co., of Vancouver, an America!! Com- 
pany with Canadian headquarters on 
British soil. After this a view was ob- 
tained of the' Alaska Packers' canneries 
at Ship Harbor — a hive of industry it 
iish that ought to bear the British 
brand. Buuimi islaud next hove iv 
view, and here the extensive fish traps 
of Johnson & Alsopp, were seen in op- 
eration, with a steamer carrying off th< 
catch; Village point, Birch point and 
Bind point, all gave evidence of the 
exent of the fishery industry as carried 
on by Americans. Heading for Boun- 
dary buy a regular network of fishing 
naps— ail worked on a profitable basis 
— was seen from the crowded decks ot 
the only vessel afloat in these waters 
hearing a British flag. Altogether some 
100 Iish traps were passed during the 
trip, and of these but two are worked 
under a Canadian liceuse. This was a 
disagreeable surprise to nearly every- 
body on board, and brought bom forci- 
bly tin immense importance of the lis'i- 
injr industry— an industry not at all 
worked to even its reasonable enpa'c'ty 
in the water under British control in. 
the vicinity of Vancouver island. 

The Hon. Mr. Prefontaine had his at- 
tention called to the sad spectacle of in- 
activity on the one side of the line and 
activity on the other, and the reason 
for all this was fully explained to him. 

Mr. Babcock, fisheries inspector, was 
on board, mid willingly save his exper- 
ience to all who sought information. B 
went to show that traps could he prof- 
itably operated on Vancouver island, 
and an immense industry built, up. \s 
at present, the Iish were caught ill 
American waters on their way to the 
spawning grounds, and as the Ameri- 
can had no close season, the propaga- 
tion of salmon is retarded; He is a 
strong 1 advocate of a close season, and 
his views on the subject are backed up 
by Mr. Bathbone, another export of 
note.

Board of Trade Lays Before Minister 
of Fisheries Statement of Situation. 

At S:30 last evening a special meet- 
ing of th-e Board of Trade was held, 
presided over by S. J. 1'itts and largely 
attended. Hon. Raymond Prefontaine, 
was invited to attend and had the fol- 
lowing address read to him: 
To the Hon. Raymond Prefontaine, 
Minister of Marine and Fisheries. 
Sir: The president and members of 
the Victoria, British Columbia, Board Gi! 
Trade, have very great pleasure in wel- 
coming you to the capital of the Prov- 
ince ot British Columbia. 

YVe regard your visit as most oppor- 
tune, because there are many questions 
of pressing local importance which we 
desire to bring under your notice, and 
which are of such a nature that they 
can hardly be satisfactorily explained by 
means of correspondence. We have in 
the memorandum accompanying this ad- 
dress presented some of the most lm'-| 
portant matters to which we wish re- 
spectfully to ask your favorable consid- 
eration. 

We desire to express our very hearty j 
appreciation of your action in permitting j 
the use of fish traps, purse seines and 
drag seines for the taking of salmon.! 
••mil we are satisfied that the information 
which you will gather on the ground will 
confirm in your mind the wisdom of your 
decision in that behalf. 

We wish to point out to you that in 
the consideration of all subjects relating 
to navigation one fact should be kept 
prominently forward, namely: The rapid 
past, and still more rapid assured fu- 
ture, increase in the commerce of the 
northwest coast of America. We believe

MR. PREFONTAINE 
BRITISH COLUMBIA. 



Hon. Mr. Prefontaine is physically a 
largo man, and temperamentally is of 
tho aggressive type, familiar in the 
business world in railway circles, for 
instance, but not often found in politics. 
Ho is not afflicted with too great re- 
gard for rod tape and is direct in his 
methods. As such he appealed favorably 
to tlie business men of Victoria, amoug 
whom he has already mingled. In his 
speech last evening he showed tie had 
quick intuitions, und as a ' "practical" 
politician had made good use of his 
time in "sizing up" t ho situation on this 
coast. In Quebec he has taken the 
place vacated by Mr. Tarte. He has 
many of the admirable qualities of that 
gentleman without his mercurial tem- 
perament. Hon. Mr. Prefontaine is n 
new man to Dominion politics, so far n9 
the Dominion as a whole is concerned; 
but it must be said of him that tie is 
a promising politician. In fact, so far 
as can be ascertained he has promised 
about everything that has been request- 
ed of him in British Columbia up to 
date, even to the construction of the 
Grand Trunk Tacilic from this end. We 
do not wish to infer that it is not his 
intention to perforin. In fact, he is keen 
enough of sight to see that the imme- 
diate performance of a great many 
things at the present time is necessary 
to redeem tho shattered reputation of 
the Dominion Government in respect to 
its treatment of the Province in fishery 
and marine matters. We do not wish 
to especially blame Mr. Prefoutaino for 
this, as during the short time he has 
been Minister of the department re- 
ferred to he has been part of tho sys- 
tem, which has obscured the true in- 
terests of British Columbia. His speech 
last evening was a revelation in this 
regard. He admitted that many things 
existed, of the nature of which he had 
no conception until he saw them with 
his own eyes. Those of us who have 
lived for some time in the Province 
wero nware of the utter inefficiency of 
the aids to navigation, which amounted 
almost to a disgrace, and were cogni- 
zant of the fact, that tho oversight of 
the fisheries lacked that careful super- 
vision which only local expert knowl- 
edge of conditions could guarantee. 
Most of us, however, were not generous 
enough to suppose that the disadvan- 
tages under which we labored in those 
respects were due to ignorance on the 
part of the government and depart- 
mental officials as to our requirements. 
■Many of us, at least, supposed, having 
in mind the frequent representations 
■from Boards of Trade and others, Mint 
it rose from pure neglect or the more 
urgent demands of otlur parts of Can- 
ada, which had greater political pull at 
Ottawa owing to the numerical strength 
of their representation. The stale of 
affairs admitted by Mr. Prefontaine to 
have existed is a strange commentary 
on the fact that we have had for some 
time a representative in the cabinet, 
without portfolio, it i s true, and 
that those things were not made 
lilatii to the various ministers of 
the departments. Either our rep- 
a-osentation was purely nominal or no 
attention has boon paid to his recom- 
mendations. Of what use lias a Cabinet 
representative been to us ? And what 
can be said of the character of the Lib- 
err.: representatives we have sent to 
Ottawa? Have they done their duty? 
Or, in attempting to ,io their duty, have 
they understood the conditions and re- 
quirements of the Province whose in- 
terests they had .specially in charge? 
Why is it necessary at this late date 
for a Minister of an important depart- 
ment to come to British Columbia to 
discover with bis own eyes what has 
been so wofully lacking for so long a 
time? The constitution has provided 
all the machinery that is necessary for 
intelligence to reach Ottawa, and it 
has been paid for. We have now even 
the advantages of wireless telegraphy 
"lien tin; wires are down, it is not 
fair to draw any inferences as to tho 
approach of a general election. We 
must accept the statements that Mr. 
i reloiilaine lias made. lie has been 
Irani; has taken us into his confidence, 
and has slated that hereafter he will 
do everything in his power to make 
our requirements his special care. He 
will be our friend in everything, lie im- 
pressed his hearers with his earnest- 
ness and his evident good fail li <l[ 
all the members of the Government at 
Ottawa would come out to British Co- 
lumbia in turn and give the same close 
ami sympathetic attention to matters 
coming within their respective depart- 
mental jurisdiction there would lie hopes 
of a t in are for this Province attain- 
ing to that happy frame of mind for 
which Mr. 'Prefontaine prayed in which 
all causes of friction and 
jealousy would be obliterated and blown 
by the winds to the four corners of 
lirth.

FIGHTING TU B ERGU LOSIS. 

As one result of the tuberculosis meet- 
ing held in the Government grounds on 
Wednesday afternoon, a subscription has 
been started for tho purpose of estab- 
lishing a sanitarium, in the dry belt of 
the interior, somewhere in the Kamloops 
district. The public is asked to subscribe 
one dollar a year for ten years. This 
was started off vigorously yesterday on 
board the steamer Princess Victoria by 
Messrs. .T. A. Mara and Simon Leiser, 
who in a very short space of time se- 
cured over one hundred names. For ten 
years that represents over $1,000, which 
can probably be increased to $10,000 
throughout the Province. That with 
aid from the Provincial and Dominion 
governments and other sources will bring 
iq) the amount to something substantial. 
There is another way to prevent the 
spread of consumption, and that is the 
practice of deep breathing and the tak- 
ing of plenty of moderate exercise in the 
open air. Almost any person, no matter 
how predisposed to tuberculosis, can live 
the allotted span, barring fatal acci- 
dents, who will observe the simple rules 
of correct living as demonstrated over 
and over again in the experience of 
men who have lived the life. The im- 
portance of this phase of the subject has 
been altogether too much overlooked. 



NOT A PUBLIC MEETING. 

As it was understood that the visit of 
the Hon. the Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries was purely an official one and 
not made with the view of exploiting 
the political field in the interests of the 
Government at Ottawa, we were some- 
what amazed at reading the following 
notice in the Times of last evening: 
i Hon. Raymond Prefontaine will ad- 
dress a public meeting on political mat- 
ters in A. O. II. W. hall tomorrow 
evening. As one of the objects of the 
Minister's trip to the coast is to let light 
into dark places, our Tory friends will 
be cordially welcomed to hear the truth 
in regard to the political situation. 

The editorial room of the Colonist was 
invaded almost immediately afterwards 
by a delegation of Liberals, who wished 
to explain that the meeting referred 
to was not a public One,. It had been 
called simply. for the purpose of enabling 
the Hon. Mr. Prefontaine to meet the 
members of the Liberal party, and was 
in no sense public. Mr. Joshua King- 
ham, President of the local Liberal As- 
sociation, and Mr. C. IT. Lugrin, assured 
us that the meeting had no other sig- 
nificance, and would be attended by Lib- 
erals only. No one can take any objec- 
tion to a meeting of that character, 
more especially in view of an approach- 
ing general election. We even assume 
that a Tory minister under similar cir- 
cumstances would do tlu same. As Mr. 
Prefontaine is alleged to have come to 
the coast to let light into dark places, 
the meeting of his friends this evening 
will afford him an excellent opportunity. 

THE LILLOOET ELECTION. 

The election of Mr. McDonald, the 
Government candidate in Lillooet, by 
a majority of SI, was a surprise even 
to the Government side. A majority 
of 84 in a total list of about 370 votes 
in the riding would represent a majority 
in the city of Victoria, with, its list of 
4,500 voters, of about I.IMIO. This, too, 
was in the face of the fact that the 
Opposition brought into requisition the 
strongest force of speakers they could 
muster, including the leader, Mr. Mac- 
donald, Mr. ."John Oliver, .Mr. Duncan 
IIoss, the Liberal candidate in Yale for 
the Commons, Mr. Dennis Murphy and 
Mr. Smart Henderson. We stated at 
the time tin; election for Lillooet was 
definitely lixed as to date that it was 
not. displaying good judgment, in the 
circumstances, for the Opposition to 

have contested the seat. It was, how- 
ever, their right and they exercised it, 
with a result which we have seen". The 
defeat of Mr. Stoddart by such an 
overwhelming majority is a very seri- 
ous blow to his party. Had Mr. Mc- 
Donald's election by acclamation been 
permitted it would have Strengthened 
the Opposition in the estimation, of 
the general public. He was unseated 
on a technicality on account of which 
no one attached the slightest blame to 
him. The most popular man in the 
riding, outside of Mr. .McDonald him- 
self, was put up against him, and tho 
issues were fairly threshed out. We 
have already stated that, owing to the 
isolated position of Lillooet, it cannot 
be regarded as a distinctly representa-

JUNEAU'S GOLD. BELT. 

Total Gold Output of the Bolt Estimated 
?20,000,000— Annual Product $2,400,000. 

Spokane Spokosman-lteview. 

Examinations of the known gold pros- 
pects in the belt tributary to Juneau, 
Alaska; indicate that they are of sufficient 
promise to warrant all the work now In 
progress and the expenditure of still more 
capital in development work. Such is the 
conclusion of Arthur C. Spencer of the 
United States geological survey, who, with 
Charles W. Wright, spent the summer of 
790,'t making the detailed study of the 
geology und mineral resources of a limited 
area, including tin: Alaska-Treadwell and 
pssoclated mines near Juneau. Mr. Spen- 
cer has written a short paper on the geolo- 
gy of the Juneau gold belt, Alaska, which 
is entitled "Contributions to Economic 
Geology, 1003." 

The Juneau gold belt resembles the gold 
belt of California In several ways. The 
various rocks that occur In this part of 
southeastern Alaska are similar In charac- 
ter and partly equivalent in age to those 
forming the country roek of the Mother 
Lode district, and there Is also a definite 
linear distribution of some of the gold 
bearing veins parallel with the general 
strike of the bed roek formation. As In 
the California gold belt, however, there 
are many Independent deposits lying out- 
side the main complex of lodes. 

Prospecting has been In progress In dif- 
ferent parts of this belt since 1870, hut 
the main Incentive to vigorous exploration 
came with the discovery of the Gobi Creek 
] racer and the founding of Juneau In 1SS0. 
'1 he first mine to be put on a productive 
basis was the Alaska-Treadwell, on Doug- 
las Island, about two miles southwest of 
Juneau. This property was opened In 
1SS1, and It continued to grow In Import- 
ance for several years, so that by 18S0 It 
had reached practically Its present rating 
as one of the great mines of the world. 
The discovery of the Klondike, however, 
in 1800, gave a great Impetus to prospect- 
ing in the Interior of British Columbia and 
Alaska, and caused the mineral region 
tributary to Juneau to be temporarily aban- 
doned as a field for investment. It may he 
said that only now, after seven years, has 
the district regained the position which It 
appears to have held In IS0O. 

Severl circumstances would now seem 
to Indicate a growing Interest In tin' 
Juneau gold belt. A largo number of 
properties have recently changed hands, 
a number of well known engineers have 
been making examinations In tin- field with 
n view to acquiring property for their 
clients, and there appears to lie u steady 
demand for experienced miners) It Is es- 
timated that 1,440 miners and laborers 
are now engaged In this region* About 
30 per cent, of them were doing develop- 
ment work during 1003, and Indications 
are that the exploration of properties re- 
cently purchased by outside parties will 
soon materially Increase the proportion of 
men engaged In work not Immediately pro- 
ductive. 

In 100.1 there were seven productive 
mines In the district. In addition to the 
placers of Porcupine and ad lucent creeks. 
These were tin- Alaska-Treadwell. Alaska- 
Mexican and Hcdy Bullion, on Douglas 
Islam! : Hie Silver Queen; on the main- 
land opposite; the Sumdum Chief, do miles 
to He., south, now worked out and ah:in- 
doned, and the Alaska-.Tuneaii and Eli- 
nor mines, in Gold Creek, both of which 
will soon he opened up on a large scale. 
The output of these mines for the year Is 
estimated at $2,40O.0Q0, while the total out- 
put of the Pelt to tic end of 1003 has been 
more than $"0,000,000.

The following eminently appreciative 
loiter on tlie delights of a midsummer 
sojourn in the citi' of [Victoria, appears 
iu the Daily Capital Journal, published 
at Salon:, Ore.: 

Victoria, B. 0., June 20, 1004. 
I will try and tell you of my trip to 
Victoria, and what a beautiful place it 
is. 1 left Seattle Wednesday at S 
o'clock on the Rosalie, and came by 
■way of Tort Angeles. 1 took a berth 
and had a good night's rest. L got up 
at 4.\jO a. m., and went on deck and 
suw a glorious sight, the sun just 
touching the snow on the Olympic 
mountains, and the •water was as calm 
„ as one could wish for; then we 
stopped at l'ort Angeles about half an 
hour. I stayed on deck until we got 
to Victoria. I never saw anything 
anywhere equal to the ciew at the ap- 
proach of the Victoria harbor. The 
morning was perfect; niy friends met 
me at the boat, and I had such a kind 
welcome. We took a car out to their 
'home, and it was such a pleasant ride. 
I think Victoria has the prettiest homes 
anywhere on the coast. After breakfast 
we went through the bush and picked 
some -wild flowers, some of the pretti- 
est I have ever seen; then 1 climbed 
up an old oak stub nnd took a view 
of the town, and I think 1 never saw 
such a pretty place, the rocks and the 
beautiful homes and the roads and the 
driveways. And tho soft -breeze- is so 
refreshing; one never feels tired here. 
Then we went up on the rocks, and 
from there we could get a view of Craig- 
darroch or Dunsmuir castle, as every- 
one calls it here. We came home, had 
diuner and then in the eveuing we took 
a boat ride to the gorge by moonlight. 
The gorge is about seven miles long and 
I shall never forget it. It is one of the 
most beautiful places I have ever seen. 
It is an extension of Victoria harbor, 
through which the tide rushes. The 
wnter is very warm, and in the evening 
the beach is lined with camp fires and 
people in bathing suits. There is one 
small place in the gorge which is very 
narrow and when the tide is coining in 
it is a very hard place to row a boat 
through, as the water seems to boil up 
like foam. It is a very easy place for 
one to get a bath if they should lose 
their oars, Over this place is a stout 
bridge for a driveway. The same even- 
ing we went down to Oak bay, another 
beautiful place. There I saw the wreck 
of the Clallam and got a piece of rock 
to take home with me and a few shells. 

Saturday evening we went to an enter- 
tainment and I can't begin to tell you 
how much I enjoyed myself. Sunday 
morning we went to the English church, 
which is a very pretty church on the 
inside, and the music was grand. When 
the services were out we walked home 
and no one could ever walk through tho 
city of Victoria without recognizing that 
it is a city of homes. You see comfort 
everywhere. People live here to en- 
joy themselves. Victoria is not a busi- 
ness place, and yon don't go down the 
street without seeing happy faces every- 
where. In the evening Ave went In the 
M. 10. Church; it is a very large churcli 
and very beautiful. The pastor gave 
such a good sermon. I went home feel- 
ing like I was really at home in Salem 
again, in our own church; for I thin 1 ; 
there is no church like it. 

not so beautiful. Monda> 
went for a bicycle ride; v 
by the parliament buildin 
Hill park; the roads were sunt 
and such a grand view of tin- moun- 
tains and the beach rocks. 1 am in love 
with them. There is such lovely big 
oaks lure. The ppi'k is a beautiful place, 
with artificial lakes ami a line collec- 
tion of beasts and birds and tlie wn 
shore is something grand; and how 
I enjoyed the ride, no Ohe can know fir 
realize. I hail a line coast down hill to 
Oak bay and then we came home- and 
in the eveniic we went on a moonlight 
excursion. We took the train to Sidney 
an hour's ride: then we tonic the bnnt 
Victoria; up the strait of Arrow, the 
moon was beautiful and we had such a 



good view of the islands. We had two 
or three hours on the water. We took 
the train home, and it was about 1:15 
a. in. when we arrived. Today 1 have 
been laughing and sleeping and rest- 
ing, for tonight and tomorrow we are 
going to the government buildings and 
have a look at them. 

Well, 1 must close and get ready for 
dinner, for we are going for a ride ut 
7 o'clock.

St. Lawrence Mine, Kuuiloops, 13. C, Pur- 
chased by Residents of Vancouver. 

"Tho bond ou the St. Lawrence group of 
mines In Yale district, Kamloops division, 
IS. C, has been taken up," said Peter 
Nord, who arrived In Spokane Saturday, to 
a representative of the Spokesman-Re- 
view. "Tlie claims were located three 
years ago by Matt Everson and myself. 
Charles F. Law of Vancouver, It. C, be- 
came Interested afterwards. A year ago 
Everson and myself bonded our interests 
to Mr. Law and W. F. Armstrong, who 
have since carried on the developments. 
There are three claims In the group and 
the vein has been opened ' by many open 
cuts and shafts along the surface through 
all the claims, the deepest shaft being 
about 05 feet. No ore has been shipped, 
as the claims are located about Si) miles 
northwest of Spcnce's on the Canadian 
Pacific railway, that being the nearest 
railroad point, but large test samples have 
been sent out which showed the ore to 
carry an average of $100 to the ton in 
gold and sliver. The ore contains a little 
lead and will be reduced by concentration. 
The ore body Is from four to eight feet 
In width wherever uncovered, and is very 
regular In course. The purchase price of 
the interests sold was about $10,000.

SEATTLE VltW OF 
JOINT HATCHERIES 



Post-lntelilgencer Again Urges 
United Action by Canada 
and U. 5. 



Under the caption "Joint Salmon 
Hatcheries," the Seattle rost-Iutelli- 
gencer, in its issue of yesterday, lias 
tho following editorial, Which is of es- 
pecial interest now iu view of Hon. 
it. ITelontuiue's visit to the city today: 

"A rather abrupt termination seems 
to liave cume to negotiations looking to 
the establishment of au international 
tsockeyo liatchery on Fraser river. Ho 
Raymond 1'retontaine, minister of ma- 
rine; and fisheries for the Dominion of 
Canada, has expressed himself in a way 
that ends all hope for relief from his 
direction. Asked for an expression on 
the subject, he .said: 'We can attend 
to our own hatcheries and the Ameri- 
cans can look after theirs.' 

"It is to ho hoped that Mr. Prefon- 
taine has not been quoted accurately. 
A cabinet minister would hardly be so 
precipitate in statement, and it can 
hardly be thought that his remarks 
v*ere iully [considered or tl^oi-ougUty 
well-advised. The subject is really too 
big and ot too much moment to be dis- 
missed summarily or on superticial ex- 
amination. The various fishery inter- 
ests on both sides of the boundary very 
largely favor such joiut action by those 
interests, or by their respective govern- 
ments, us will safeguard the fish. The 
spawning grounds should be protected 
and the river kept stocked. To do both 
on a scale adequate to the needs of the 
industry is a task of no small magni- 
tude. All the Americans liave asked so

annually, which would mean au output 
of "2,000,000 cases, worth on the market 
in the neighborhood of $10,000,000. 
Those figures were reached in 1901. 
This year the prospect is for not much 
more than one-Lwentietli of the amounts 
named. Of the total, the Fraser river 
will have considerably less than one- 
third. In 1001 thero was a total of 
seventy-five miles of traps and 350 
miles of gill nets; and thero were fish 
to fill all. This year there is compara- 
tively little fishing gear in use, and few 
fish are being taken. 

"The lesson is obvious. We only lack 
the fish to reap an immense annual har- 
vest. Experience has taught that salmon 
can bo successfully propagated. If 
hatcheries are erected and maintained 
on the Fraser river on a large scale,

The 
Fruit Marks Act of 1001, as amended 
in 1002, requires that all fruit shipped 
into Canada or from point*' to point in 
Canada, or for export from Canada, 
shall be plainly marked with the name 
of the pucker and with a mark desig- 
nating the grade of the contents of the 
closed package. California and other 
American packers shipping fruit into 
Canada have never complied with this 
Jaw. As tho fruit shipped into Mani- 
toba from the United States was al- 
ways of an excellent quality, giving 
rise to no complaint, the local authori- 
ties took no steps to compel the marking 
of American packages, and permitted 
the law to remain inoperative in regard 
to American fruit. 

British Columbia and Ontario pack- 
ers have recently made complaint re- 
garding tins evasion of the law on the 
part of American fruit growers nud 
they insist that the law should be ap- 
plied as rigorously to American as to 



handle that class of fruit, and they will 
be held responsible accordingly. .

Boast of Securing 
P. R. Never Had. 



New York, Aug. IS. — The Canadian 
Pacific railroad, which has carried Jie 
British-Australian mails across the con- 
tinent ever since the inauguration of 
that service, has lost the contract, and 
the New York Central, Lake Shore, 
Northwestern and Union Pacific Rail- | 
roads will bav-c- it in future. 

The announcement was made today 
by the Lake Shore management of the 
closing of the Central with the British 
oiler, by which the Canadian roads lose 
the work. The Century Limited, the 
fastest train in the world, will be used, 
making twenty hours from New York 
to Chicago, by the New York Central 
between New York and Buffalo, thence 
on the Lake Shore road to Chicago, and 
thence to San Francisco via the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern and Union Pacific 
railroads. The recent Lake Shore im- 
provements in roadbed and equipment 
are credited with helping to obtain 
contract. 

Mr. I!. \V. Greer, general Pacific 
coast agent for tile Union Steamship 
Company of New Zealand, operating 
tho' Canadian-Australian steamship ser- 
vice, stated thai the above information 
must be erroneous and circulated by the 
American roads for an obvious purpose. 
The Canadian Pacific Railway lias 
never had a contract for carrying the 
British-Australian mails across the con- 
tinent, and lias never carried any of 
tin* British mails for Australia except 
such as could not be cared for by the 
American roads and their San Francis- 
co steamship connection. The Union 
Steamship Company has no subsidy for 
carrying the British-Australian mails, 
tho only .subsidies it receives are from 
'the governments of Canada and Aus- 
j tralia. With three such boats as th 



LUMlilOR TRADE.. 

Bettor Outlook for Business All Along 
the Coast. 

After several months of depression it 
is- a relief to be able to write cheerfully 
and hopefully of markets and trade con- 
ditions, says the "West Coast and Pa- 
get Sound Lumberman in its current 
issue. Not that there is any great 
change, in the situation, but what 
changes are noted are mostly for the 
best, The foreign trade — which is never 
large — is not demanding as much as last: 
year, but shipments to California lire 
much in excess, though at unreiiiunorn- 
tivo prices. Rail shipments, in spite of 
all sorts of bad rumors and reports, have 
been large though not equal to last year. 
If the railroads had been buying ns free- 
ly as last year the rail shipments would 
be in excess of 1003. When the ship- 
ments from the Inland Empire nro .in- 
cluded with coast shipments the volume 
of business done by rail this year is 
largely increased. Rail shipments from 
Portland, Ore., show a heavy falling off 
from 101)2 and 1903, but this is offset, by 
increased shipments by water. Sh'tp- 
mients by rail from Western Washington 
to Canada, though never large are dou- 
bled this year. 

The report from many quarters is that 
the stocks of lumber are low, with a 
shortage of some lines; this is especially 
true of the mills in Western Washing- 
ton. There has been a decided decrease 
of output for the last six weeks, which 
has been most beneficial; but the good 
elTeets can be quickly overcome il man- 
ufacturers are misled into believing that 
the market has radically improved. 

The shingle market is stronger than 
one month ago, witli comparatively few 
shingles in transit. It would be wis- 
for yard men to put their orders in at 
once, as shingles have not only reached 
bottom, but an advance and a car short- 
age may work loss to buyers. 

It will be the part of wisdom to keep 
down any boom idea for the balance of 
190-1. In volume, trade will doubtless 
be fair, with lumber prices varying but 
little from recent advanced quotations. 
An excess of output would spoil the 
game.
